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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange Hall, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
March 11, 1947, to act upon the subjects hereinafter 
mentioned. The polls will be open at said place and 
date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 o’- 
clock in the afternoon for the reception of your ballots 
upon the election of town officers under the Austral- 
ian Ballot Laws; furthermore, you are hereby warned 
that on said date and place, at 11:00 o’clock in the 
forenoon, the matters of appropriations and such 
other business properly coming before said meeting 
will be taken up for your consideration and action. 


*1. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, 
two auditors, and one road agent. 


*2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one li- 
brary trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 


3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law. 


4, To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 
town poor. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the police department. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges 
and for town maintenance. 
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7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for sewer maintenance. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the public library. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


11. To see what sum of money.the town will vote to 
raise for the employment of a district nurse. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$250.32 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from the 
state the sum of $1,001.26 to be expended on Class V. 
highways. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote © 
to raise for miscellaneous expenses. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$300.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place on the 
old ball field. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $800.00 for tarring streets in Grove- 
ton village. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $266.90 to the White Mountains 
Region Association, being 10c per $1000 of assessed 
valuation (1/100th of 1%) for the purpose of issuing 
and distributing printed matter and advertising and 
otherwise publicizing the advantages of the town, in 
cooperation with the other 45 towns in the region. 
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18. To see if the voters will instruct the Selectmen 
to put poison rat bait on the town dump, and raise 
money for same. 


19. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for repairing and improving the public play- 
ground near the so-called Brown road, known as 
Centennial Field. (By a petition of ten voters.) 


20. To see if the town will vote to construct and in- 
stall a sewerage system in Northumberland village, 
and to raise and expend for the same a sum of not to - 
exceed ten thousand ($10,000) dollars, and authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to issue serial town notes not 
in excess of $10,000 in payment, in such manner as 
to the amount of the annual payments, time of pay- 
ment and interest rates as they may decide, in com- 
pliance with the Municipal Bonds Statute. (The 
Committee heretofore appointed to investigate this 
subject matter will report in detail to the voters at 
the meeting.) 


21. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to adding twelve (12) additional street lights to its 
present street lighting system, and installing them 
along the D. W. Highway starting from a point north 
of the so-called Andrew Marshall farm and extending 
them to the so-called “Log Cabin Settlement” near 
the pine woods; and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $264.00 being the present annual rate for the elec- 
tricity, as no charge will be made by the light com- 
pany for installation, etc. (By a petition of ten 
voters. ) 


22. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to extending the sewerage system along Hillside Ave- 
nue, commencing at the corner of the so-called Jed 
Lakin double tenement house and extending it to the 
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homestead of Raymond and Ida Cox, and raise and 
appropriate money for same. (By a petition of ten 
voters. ) 


23. To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of combatting 
the disease known as White Pine Blister Rust, as 
recommended by the New Hampshire State Forestry 
Department. 


24. To see if the town will elect to approve of the in- 
clusion of its officers and employees in the Employees 
Retirement System of the State of New Hampshire, 
which system is provided for by Chapter 27-A of the 
Revised Laws, as inserted by Chapter 183 of the Laws 
of 1945, and as provided by Chapter 201 of the Laws 
of 1945 and any subsequent amendments thereto. 


25. If the town votes in the affirmative on the pre- 
ceding article, to see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $312.32, for the purpose of 
providing funds for the town’s contribution to said 
retirement system, for the coming year. 


26. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in an- 
ticipation of taxes in order to defray expenses. 


27. To see if the town will vote for a scale of dis- 
counts for the prepayment of real estate and personal 
property taxes on the basis of three per cent, if paid 
by June 1, 1947, two per cent if paid by August 1, 1947, 
and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1947, or any 
other scale of discount that the town may vote to 
determine. 


28. To see if the town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Divis- 
ion of Municipal Accounting, and to make an approp- 
riation to cover the expense of such audit. 
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29. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to secure the assistance of the State Tax Commission 
in reappraising the taxable property in the town in 
order to secure greater equality as between taxpayers, 
and to insure the assessment of all property in the 
town on the same standard of value, and to raise and 
appropriate money to pay for the same. 


30. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a two-way radio and a receiving set for the 
Police Department, in cooperation with the towns of 
Colebrook, Lancaster, Whitefield, and Littleton, 
which towns are inserting a similar article in their 
town warrants, in order that the five towns may be 
better equipped to enforce the criminal laws; and 
that all future expense in connection with this matter 
is to be borne by the State so that $500.00 is all any 
town has to pay for the purchase and upkeep of this 
system. 


31. To hear report of agents, auditors, committees 
or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote rela- 
tive thereto. 


32. To transact any other business that may legally 
be brought before said meeting. -

The following report of Health conditions in the town 
of Northumberland, N.H. as it appears on my records. 
The report is not entirely accurate as many cases of 
contagious diseases often do not come under a Doctor’s 
care and are not reported to the Health Officer. 

The following contagious diseases occurred during 
year of 1946. -(1) Mumps—20; (2) Influenza—33; 
(3) Lobar Pneumonia—15; (4) Septic Sore Throat— 
65; (5) Vincent’s Angina—10; (6) Scabies—96; (7) 
Pediculosis—16; (8) Chickenpox—14; (9) Acute Dys- 
entery—33; (10) German Measles—18; (11) Malaria 
(service cases)—11; (12) Measles—160; (13) Virus 
Pneumonia—4; (14) Scarlet Fever—5; (15) Cancer—6; 
(16) Gonorrhea—11; (17) Chanchroid—7; (18) Syphi- 
lis—7; (19) Tuberculosis—2; (20) Occupational dis- 
eases—6; (21) Undulant Fever—0; (22) Meningitis 
—1; (23) Ptomaine poisoning—2; (24) Diphtheria—0; 
(25) Scarlatina—6; (26) Poliomyelitis—1; (27) Im- 
petigo—28; (28) Whooping cough—70; (29) Bronchial 
Pneumonia—10; (30) There were 12 water collections 
done and two were found contaminated with B. COLI, 
the cause of which was found to be swimming in the 
reservoir by children during the months of July and 
August. (31) There were 12 rubbish and garbage dis- 
posal investigations made. 

The general Health of the Town was FAIR. 

Suggestions for remedy conditions are as follows:— 
More rigid garbage and waste disposals particularly 
among the merchants. Merchants have garbage and 
fire traps in their back yards when they use their back 
yards as dumpage spaces. 

(Northumberland) The village of Northumberland 
needs a SEWER SYSTEM badly. 

(Groveton) Water and Sewerage Systems require 
extensive overhauling and extensions.

To the School Board and Citizens of Northumberland: 

I hereby respectfully submit my first report on the 
School District of Northumberland. This report is 
divided into nine sections. 

1. Statistics: The following shows the grade distribu- 
tion of the pupils attending school in the Northum- 
berland School District.

Teachers: The teacher turnover in the Groveton 
schools decreased somewhat this year in spite of the 
continued shortage throughout the nation. The fol- 
lowing teachers were elected to fill vacancies in the 
Elementary school: Mrs. McHarg, Mrs. Haney, 
formerly a teacher in Lunenburg, and Mrs. Hapgood 
of Stratford who had teaching experience in the 
Berlin schools. 

The following changes were made in the Groveton 
High School: Mr. Gavin Campbell, a graduate of 
Plymouth Teachers College and a former teacher in 
the Lebanon high school, was elected to the position 
of sub-master and coach of basketball and baseball. 
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Mr. Hollis Sawyer, a graduate of the University of 

New Hampshire and a former teacher and coach at 

Groveton High School, was elected to fill the teach- 

ing position left vacant by Mr. Wilkinson. Miss 

Thelma Dearborn, a graduate of Keene Teachers 

College and a former teacher in the Andover 

schools, was secured to fill the position vacancy 

made by Miss Harriet Allen, the Home Economics 
teacher and girls’ basketball coach. 

A. Professional Improvement: Teachers need, as in 
other professions, to keep abreast of the new 
developments in their field. To provide for this, 
and to supplement summer training, an exten- 
sion course in Mental Hygiene is being offered. 
This course carries college credit and the tuition 
is paid by the individual teachers. Approxi- 
mately 98 percent of the teachers are enrolled in 
this course. 


. Curriculum: 

A. Elementary School—There has been continued 
stress placed on the reading program in the ele- 
mentary school. The emphasis however has not 
overshadowed the other important skills of 
writing, spelling, arithmetic and citizenship. It is 
the purpose of the elementary program to teach . 
the skills and to offer to our young people a well 
adjusted program of citizenship. It is in the 
elementary school that the child forms the pat- 
terns by which he will attack the majority of his 
future school and adult problems. 

B. High School—Groveton High School offers a 
varied program which if followed diligently will 
enable graduates to take their places reasonably 
well in the work or school society they choose. 
Our graduates who have gone on to post sec- 
ondary schools on recommendation of the 
Headmaster have been able to compete favorably 
with graduates of other high schools. Graduates 
of the commercial course have, by and large, 
competed successfully with graduates of the 
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post secondary commercial colleges. 

There is offered a Home Economics course for 
girls and an Industrial Arts course for boys 
though there is a need for expansion in the 
latter. 

With the advance in radio and sound pictures 
in the field of education, Groveton has kept pace 
and is expanding the use of these very important 
adjuncts to teaching and learning. 

C. Guidance—The field of guidance is wide and 
varied. It is the purpose of this part of the cur- 
riculum to examine the potentialities of each 
individual, his interests and his talents and to 
provide factual information concerning the 
preparation necessary and the qualifications 
desired in the selection of his life work. A teacher 
has been assigned to this important task. 

Guidance in citizenship, parliamentary pro- 
cedure, courtesy, and self-discipline are set up 
to be cared for by the home room teacher. 


Testing: An expansion of the testing program 
inaugurated last year has been in operation. This 
year every pupil in the school district will have been 
given tests indicating his capacities and his weak- 
nesses. Just as a doctor uses his tests to diagnose 
the weakness and prescribe the treatment, so too 
can the teacher better understand the pupil and aid 
in correcting the deficiency. 


. Activities: Any school program is incomplete when 


it fails to recognize the important part the activity 
program plays in a well-rounded curriculum. The 
Groveton schools provide this program under the 
sponsorship of the teachers. These activities are 
carried on for the most part in after-school time. 

The elementary program includes plays, patri- 
otic observances, Christmas parties and a game 
program during the recess periods. This year this 
program has been supplemented to a degree for the 
5th and 6th grades with a physical education activity 
held at the High School on Saturdays. 
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The High School program includes a well balanced 
athletic schedule which includes basketball, base- 
ball and winter sports. The school publishes a weekly 
paper and a yearbook. In the field of dramatics, two 
plays are presented yearly by the Senior and Junior 
classes respectively. The club program includes the 
Y-Teen club for the girls and the Hi-Y for the boys, 
supplemented by a seventh grade girls’ club. 

The Student Council, a student-elected body, 
assists the Headmaster in routine matters in the 
high school, as well as assisting in problems of 
morale and citizenship. 

Regular assemblies are held at which time 
students are encouraged to participate in their 
talent fields. 

The North Country, which includes Groveton, is 

unique in that its music program not only includes 
orchestra and concerts but free instruction in the 
use of the various orchestral instruments. The music 
program in choral singing has been expanded to 
include most of our high school. In the future we 
should look toward a more complete program. 
. Milk and Hot Lunch Program: During the winter 
months milk is furnished the pupils of the elemen- 
tary school at below cost, the deficit being made up 
by government grants and public donation. 

In this enterprise, the program has been aided by 
the definite cooperation of the Neeburban Club and 
the Red Cross which are co-sponsors with the school. 

A hot dish is being served to pupils at the high 
school who take their lunches during this period. 
An expansion of this health-giving program to 
include the elementary school, is contemplated in 
another year. 
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Health: Every pupil in the Northumberland schools 
was given a physical examination by the Health 
Officer. The following is pertinent information pre- 
sented by the School Nurse:

There were eleven reactors to the 1944 Patch 
Test for tuberculosis. These were x-rayed. Several 
were “arrested” or “healed” cases. There is no 
active tuberculosis. 

One hundred and thirty-three school children 
received diphtheria immunization in two clinics. 
The audimeter hearing test was given to all new 
pupils, and also to those entering the third grade. 

Communicable Diseases were:

Whooping cough 8 Mumps 3 
Scabies 12, Scarlet Fever 1 
Pediculosis 16 . 


The dental hygiene program started by the 
teachers in the elementary school last year is con- 
tinuing with commendable results. 


. General Minor Repairs: to the buildings included 


extensive painting at the. high school and the re- 
roofing of the elementary school. It was necessary 
to have a new chimney built at the elementary 
school as well as repair on the stoker. 


. Conclusions and Recommendations: Due to the 


shortage of materials and labor during the war 
years, our buildings and equipment are in a state 
where extensive repairs are needed. 
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For the future, the superintendent recommends 
that adequate funds be made available for a con- 
tinuous program of upkeep so that in any one year 
the burden will not be too great. 

There needs to be further improvement in our 
lighting system, new toilets at the elementary 
school, as well as a preservation program of 
painting in both schools. 

The high school auditorium is in need of a new 
stage curtain, and if funds permit, a temporary 
stage should be installed in the elementary school 
lunch room. 

It would seem to be desirable to maintain, in the 
future, a reasonable balance in school funds from 
year to year to take care of an unforeseen emer- 
gency. With an anticipated increase in State aid in 
another year, many of the above recommendations 
can be realized without an increase in the tax rate. 

There is contemplated an increase in our student 
population at the elementary level and a consequent 
increase at the high school level in the next decade. 
Consolidation .of schools and _ establishment of 
regional institutions are in the picture of the future. 

In view of these aforementioned conditions, it 
would be well for us to consider the possible expan- 
sion of our school plant. At present, should there be 
an appreciable increase in the elementary enroll- 
ment, the elementary plant would be inadequate. 

The Superintendent wishes to convey his appre- 
ciation to the members of the School Board, 
teachers, pupils and citizens for their cooperation 
and guidance. It is only through the combined 
efforts of all that the schools of Groveton will serve 
All the Children of All the People.
